Washington, September 22.—(By 
Constitution Leased Wire.)—Amid 
the plaudits of republicans and the 
censure of democrats, congress, in al- 
most continuous session since the 11th 
of April, 1921, adjourned today sine 
die, which means that it may not be 
back until the first Monday in De- 
cemer. President Harding isn’t sure 
yet whether he will have it back in 
November to take up the ship sub- 
sidy and certain contemplated rail- 
road legislation. 

The plaudits of the republicans con- 
sisted chiefly of praising the record 
ef the congress as a masterpiece of 
parliamentary achievement, represent- 
ed in the passage of the tariff bill, 
ratification of the seven treaties ne- 
gotiated at the arms parley, install- 
ment of the new budget system, and 
numerous other accomplishments, of 
greater or lesser evil. In short, ma- 
jority leader in both house and sen- 
afe proceeded to give the “republican 
pot” a thorough polish, taking par- 
ticular pains. to putty-up all the 
critical crevices. Then they smeared 
it over with a coat of “white paint,” 
in order that it might be more attrac- 
tive at the political auction to be 
held in November. 

The brush in. the upper chamber 
was wielded by Senators Smoot, 
Utah; McCumber, erstwhile leader of 
North Dakotd republicans, and Good- 
ing, self-styled chairman of the tar- 
iff bloc, of Idaho.

‘nie-X, Totty, also of that city, is in 
jail here, and a new touring car and 
56 gallons of corn whisky are in the 
hands of the local authorities as the 
result of an automobile smash early 
today at a sharp curve in the highway 
at Big Creek bridge, about half way 
between Wrens and Louisville, Ga. 

Davenport was driving the car, 
which was en route to Savannah, ac- 
cording to Totty’s story to the authori- 
ties here, and he was seated beside 
him. There is a sharp curve in the 
highway at the foot of a steep hill 
leading to Big Creek bridge. Just 
before reaching the bridge, the car, 
according: to Totty, left the road and 
crashed ‘into the swamp bordering the 
creek. The accident occurred about 1 
o’clock this morning. 

The authorities here say they have 
recovered 56 gallons of whiskey in 
fruit jars from the wreck, but some 
of the jars were broken and much 
of the liquor lost. Totty left the 
sc@#he of the accident on foot in the 
direction of Zebina to secure help. He 
was picked up several hours later by 
QO. L. Chambliss, a carpenter, ‘whe 
was driving to Zebina. Chambliss ear- 


ried Totty back to the scene of the 
wreck, where they found the body of 


Davenport. Chambliss later brought 
Totty to Wrens and turned him over 
to .the town marshal. 

The automobile, according to Totty, 
beiongs to Mrs. -l.. M. Miller, of Tur- 
pin Hill, Augusta, who is Davenport's 
mother-in-law.

(Speeial.) —- Indictments charging 
murder in connection with the lynch- 
ing of two negroes were returned here 
today by the Liberty county grand 
jury against five residents of Wayne 
county, including Chief of Police I. 
W. Rhoden, of Jesup, and Deputy 
Sheriff J. R. Tyre, of Wayne county. 

Others indicted are the _ chief's 
brother, “Dock” Rhoden, of Jesup, 
and Brunswick; Bob L. Price, of 
Wayne county, and Carl Stuart, now 
supposed to be in Telfair county. 

This is the first time that indict- 
ments have been secured against al- 
leged members of a mob in southeast 
Georgia. ‘The lynching occurred the 
night of June 30, near Old Midway, 
in this. county. 

The negroes, James Harvey and 
Joe. Jordan, were under sentence of 
death following their tria) for mur- 
der. * They had been reprieved by Gov- 
ernor Hardwick and were on their 
way to Savannah, to be held for safg- 
keeping. ‘They were taken from tne 
officers and hanged. he lynching 
created a widespread feeling of in- 
dignation ‘In Liberty-County. 

Inquiry inté the lynching was vr- 
dered by Judge W. W. Sheppard 
Tuesday at the opening of the fall 
term of Liberty county superior court. 
The fact that the prisoners had been 
reprieved by Governor Hardwick, on 


the ground of the discovery of new 
evidence, gave the prisoners the status 
of wards of the eee. According to 
the judge’s cha to the jury their 
murder while un a the protection of 
the state was a particularly dangerous 
outrage against government.

Tifton, Ga. September 22.—(Spe- 
cia.)}—A concrete plan for agricul- 
tural development and land coloniza- 
tion was laid before the Georgia as- 
sociation at its meeting in Tifton 
Friday by the Atlanta Trust com- 
pany, représented by R.-O. Crocker, 
and was aecepted. 

This plan is.to divide all lands held 
in trust by the Atlanta Trust com- 
pany ipto 1,000-aere units and to im- 
prove 100 acres .in each large unit, 
equipping it with modern buildings 
and barns. The next.stép would be 
to sell thie on easy terms ‘to desir- 
able settlers with 5 per cent interest 
on deferred payments, giving the pur- 
chasers-frgm five to fen years to pay 
for his heme; then to advertise that 
each of. the other 100-acre .traats 
would: be’ improved and sold in the 
same way. 

Mr Crocker sajd his company holds 
fifty thousand acres of land in trust 
and that originally the plan was to 
sell only that land beonging to it. 
But during a tour .of the east and 
middle west this year, in the interest 
of the company’s colonization schepie. 
he egme in contact with the work of 
the Georgia association and his com- 
pany decided to “come in with the as- 
sociation” for mutual benefit, he 


said. 

Would Improve Property. 
‘“The Atlanta Trust company would 
take over in trust the lands belong- 
ing ‘to members of the association, 
improve them and sell them: under 
this general plan. He outlined cer- 
tain requirements that the Georgia 
assocjation must meet to assure that 
it would be able to carry. out the as- 
sociation’s part of the contract. 


The offer was accepted by the as- 
sociation. A committee of five war 
named with - Bomeisler, of 
Waycross and Bainbridge, as chair- 
man, to work out a- financial plan 
to meet the trust company’s require- 
ments.

—Limited assurances 
involving the return of Constantinople, 
eastern ‘iIurvrace and -Adrianupiv Ww 
‘Turkey were tentatively agreed on to 
day at a meeting of tue allied repre- 
sentatives and will be formally con-, 
sidered by the French and British 
cabinets tomorrow. Approval of these 
conditions of peace would mean a def- 
inite end to the Near Kast crisis, and 
it is hoped, would. remove all posi- 
bility of a clash between the Britis 
and the Turkish nationalists. To 
meet the insistence af the British that 
ne claims of the Angora goyernment 


should be aecepted in advance of a

conference. 

Taking the so-called nationalist 
pact as a basis, the allied representa- 
tives discussed the Turkish demands. 
Lord Curzon at first opposed even 
tentative approval of the Turkish de- | 
mands before all the invited. powers 
discussed them around the peaee table, 
but the insistence of M. Poincare, the 
French premier, won him -over to the 
extent. of accepting them contingent 
on their full indorsement by the Brit- 
ish cabinet.
